As a result of a fierce battle be­ 
tw een the former and flu* convicts, be­ 
tw een Gretna and Chalco, two oi the 
convicts, - Taylor and Dowd, and Roy 
Blunt, a young farmer, whom the con­ 
victs forc ed to take the in in his wagon 
in an effort to escape, are dead, aud 
Morley is a prisoner. 
Despite the u se of rifles arid revol­ 
vers by the escap ed convicts, appar­ 
ently none of 
the m em bers of 
the 
posses w as badly burt. 
Taylor was 
killed in the fighting, and Dowel, it is 
reported, com m itted suicide when he 
found that 
esca p e was 
im possible 
Then 
Morley signified 
that he bad 
enough of it and surrendered. 
In the battle betw een the posses and 
the con victs the posses were armed 
with rifles and th** bandits with re­ 
volvers. T w o pusses engaged the men 
at once, one having com e from Omaha 
and the other from Plattsmouth. 
Blunt, the young farmer, who had 
been forced to driva the desperadoes, 
was found clead, hut whether from the 
bullets ut th.* con victs or the officers, 
was not determ ined.

The three convicts, fur whom slier 
Itta and soldiers have been searching 
situ e Saturday, appeared at the Blum 
farm, th ree m iles north of lo u isv ille . 
Neb. T he, approac hed the Blunt home 
and dem anded t hat Blum haul them to 
Albright, a sm all station near Omaha.
